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Disarmament and the Individual Citizen

The outstanding question in world politics today i¢ disarmament—the 
reaching of some international te 7 Fag Say oc will put an end to the 
feverish race between nations to 6utdo eadeh other in the raising and equip- 

* ping of ¢normous armies, the construction of great navies, the inaugura- 
tion of powerful aerial squadrons, and the development of chemicals and the 
sciences along channels of destruction, and, with a cessation of such unholy 
and savage activities bring about am enormous lessening of the burden of 
taxation and the devotion of nativbnal revenues to the improvement of the 
physical and éducational well- being of the people. 

Everybody is concernéd in‘ the. consummatign of such an international 
understanditg, but the average man and woman nevettheless looks: upon 
. the problem of arriving at.an agreement as being the sole business and re- 
sponsibility of Governments and statesmen; in a word, of those for the 
time being in authority in their respective countries. Asa result, the 
average man and woman takes only an academic interest in this outstand- 
ig question, and proceeds daily to think, speak and act in a manner which 
operates to make the realization of world disarmament extremely difficult. 

With the defeat of Germany and fhe abdication of the Kaiser, the over-, 
throw of Russian Czardom, the smash-up of the Austro-Hungafian mon- 
archy, and ‘the breaking-up of the old Turkish Empire, the last remaining 
strongholds of old world militarism and autocracy came to an end. With 
the exception of Russia, which is still undergoing the birth pangs of its 
new regeneration, the leading nations of the world are now tnder a demo- 
crati¢ form of-government. That ts to say, the people are-themselves the 

-rulers and. the.arbiters.of. their own. national fate... They,.dnd. they alone, 
can definitely and permanently decide upon national policy. Governments 
are the creatures of the people, and aré controlled, made and tin-made by 
the votes of the people. To an ever increasing degree, too, the women have 
an equal voice with the men in determining the fate of Governments and 
the national policies of their homeland. . If the people once make up their 
minds that there shall be disarmament, that they. will no longer pour out 
their hard won earnings to-be used to supply machines of war wherewith 
to destroy their fellowmen, Governments will;.because they must, obey. 

— . There is, however, it must be admitted, a fighting instinct inborn in the 
whole human race. It cannot be wholly eradicated, nor would it be well 
for the race if it were. It is the instinct which leads the face to push ever 
—_—_onward—and—_overcome—seemingly insupmountable—obstacles It_is the 

-—fighting-instinet-whieh-mekes-for-progress.——-But_the-time.is-long-since-past- 
when that instinct shotld be so perverted as to result in a striving for mas- 
tery of others threugh the brutal, animal method of destruction—the em- 
ployment of strong arm ‘methods against the weak. 

After all, what is one of the most fruitful sources of dasional ill-will, 
leading to the making of warlike preparations by one racial group of people 
against another? Is is not to be found: in the pin-pricking policy which so 
many people thoughtlessly indulge in. at the expense, of the people of an- 

~ other race, color or nationality? The people of one country make ridicule 
of the habits and customs of another. This is resented, and a feeling of 
animosity~and ill-will is engendered whereas a mutual recognition of each 

——other’s good qualities, which is just as easy of cultivation, would quickly 
develop a feeling of admiration. 

The newspapers of a country quickly reflect the views and feelings of 
the people among whom they Circulate. 
among the people; it is not long before the ‘press is engaged in it, and the 


in another country, and soon a wordy warfare is on stirring up the passions 
and prejudices of,one nation and people against another, and forever cul- 
tivating ill-feelings by raking up all the old quarrels and troubles of bygone 
ages. Visitors from a foreign country afte chagrined and humiliated, by 
careless remarks about their country, flag or people, and they return home 
entertaining‘anything but cordial feelings towards the country in\which such 
-semarks. are uttered... Thus, from comparativly trivial cause, there arise 
those national misconceptions and distrust of other peoples which, when 
some difference of opinion occurs between two countries, are quickly fanned 
into a flame and-a condition of pu blic opinion: createduwhich makes. it..¢x- 
tremely difficult, if not impossible, for the Governments of the opposing 
countries to make necessary compromises in order to reach an amicable set- 
tlement. And it-is agajnst just such contingencies that armaments are 
maintained. Hee” bo 
The ordinary citizen can, therefore, do much. té bring about world dis- 
armament by merely keeping a close watch upon his tongue and by stead- 
’ fastly refusing to indulge in, what is after all more or less senseless and 
certainly utterly futile, carping at and criticism of other nations, races and 


people.
